Profit in Cherries 

Elko, B.C.—Cherries, according to 
J. TY. Bealby, owner of a commercial 
orchard on Kootenay Lake, are coming 
to be the most profitable product of 
the fruit growing industry, although 
involving possibly the most labor. 
Mr. Bealby’s cherry orchards show a 
gross production of from $1,200 to 
$1,500 per acre. He states that one 
tree on his ranch has given an average 
of $70 worth of fruit every year for 
several years, and that $25 is a fair 
average for the entire acreage. After 
the first four years merely ordinary 
care is required, with a little spraying 
and trimming. Apples, he says, give 
an average return of $250 per acre 
gross. Mr. Bealby purchased his 
ranch of 25 acres about six years ago, 
and has made a marked success from 
the start.

exceeding great reward, It is our 
privilege to find our all in God and to 
remember Ps. Ixxxiv, 11. Abram 
seems to waver concerning the prom- 
ised seedrand to think that EHezer 
might be his heir, but the Lord as- 
sured him that his own child would 
be his heir and directing him to look 
up at the stars, said: So shall thy seed 
be (verse 56). Then we have for the 
first time two other words: believed, 
and righteousness (verse 6), and this 
verse is repeated three times in the 
New Testament (Rom. iv, 3; Gal. fti, 
6; Jas. ii, 23). The righteousness ne- 
cessary to enable us to stand before 
God has been provided by Him in 
Christ, and nothing short of that per 
fect righteousness will answer. It 
becomes ours ‘when we say amen to 
God and heartily accept that which 
He hae provided, but many prefer their 
own way, as Cain did, like those de- 
scribed in Rom. x, 3, 4. 

This verse 6 im our lesson is literal- 
ly: Abram amened Jehovah, and this 
should be our attitude to God e'wors 
—perfect accord with Him. See the 
comment in Rom. iv. 1-12, and note 
carefully that the only way is by afith 
without any works of ours. 

The works come afterward 06 an 
evidence of our faith, but both In sal- 
vation and in service the Lord does 
all, for it is God who worketh, and 
the principle holds at all times and in 
all things. Except the Lord build 
the house, they labor in vain that 
build it (Ps. exxvii. 1). 

In.amswer to Abram’s question, 
Lord God, whereby shall I know? 
(verse 8), which sounds like anything 
but faith after he had been so plainly 
told, he is directed to a representa- 
tion of all sacrifice (verse 9). All 
true sacrifice from Gen. iii, 21, onward 
points to the great sacrifice of the 
Son of God on Golgotha, and it is be- 
cause of that God does all things for 
us. Sin must be dealt with, and 
God dealt with sin on the cross, and 
not having spared His own Son, He 
now ‘gives us in Him all things freely 
(Rom. viii, 32). 

From the statement in verse 11 con- 
cerning Abram keeping the birds away 
from the sacrifice we are led to think 
of Matt. xiii, 4-19, where the fowls 
represent the wicked one. He hates 
the sacrifice of Christ and will do his 
utmost to keep ue from trusting in it 
or benefiting by it. We must per- 
sistently resist him that he may flee 
from us (Jas. iv, 7).° How can we 
know our sins are forgiven or that 
we shall inherit the kingdom and the 
glory? Let your heart reply because 
the Son of God loved me and gave 
Himself for me. (Gal. ii, 20), and I 
put all my trust in His great sacrifice 
for my sims and heartily receive Him 
as my Saviour. 

Abram was told that his descend- 
ants would be afflicted in a strange 
land for 400 years and then delivered 
(verses 13, 14). See the literal ful- 
fillment of this in Ex. xii. 40, 41, and 
compare another literal fulfillment of 
a prediction in Kings xiii, 2; 11 Kings, 
xxili, 15-17. 

Abram’s posterity had to wait till 
the iniquity of the Amorites became 
full (verse 16), and the reason why 
the Lord Jesus does not return to set 
up His kingdom of peace and right- 
eousness on this earth is because the 
world is not yet bad enough. Iniquity 
must come to a head in the person of 
the antichrist. The smoking furnace 
and the burning lamp of verse 17 sug- 
gest the presence of the Lord with 
them in their afflictions. In all 
their affliction He was afflicted, and 
the angel of His presence saved them. 

Chapter xvi tells of Sarai’s suggest- 
ion, which was not of God, but to 
which Abram listened, and consequent- 
ly had no new revelation from God 
for thirteen years. Compare xvi, 16, 
and xvii, 1! Yet here we have the 
first ange) story in the Bible, the 
name’ of the first man who was men- 
tioned by name before he was born, 
the beautiful and comforting words. 
Thou God seest me, and the name 
given to the well, the well of Him that 
liveth and seeth me. 

The sin of man always seems to 
make more manifest the grace of God. 
In chapter xvii, 1, we find God reveal 
ing Himself to Abram as Elshaddal, 
the Almighty God, the Mighty God, 
who is all sufficient, and the exhorta- 
tion to walk before God and be sin- 
cere. In xvii, 5, Abram’s name is 
changed to Abraham, Jehovah pulting 
the principal letter of his own name 
in Abram’s name. Sarai's name is 
also changed to Sarah, and Isaac is 
mentioned by name before his birth 
(xvii, 15-19). Circumcision is given 
as a seal of tiie faith which Abram 
had, yet being uncircumcised,

Finally Bourchier end His Friends 
Destroyed the Suit. 


The English drama owes much to 
Mr. Arthur Bourchier, who has been | 
one of the most influential actor-man- | 
agers for a number of years. He has 
cb dated all manner of roles, from 

Ihakespeare to 4 rn comedy, 
and his career has as lengthy as | 
it has-been successful. 

From his earliest years Arthur 
Bourchier was stricken witl. stage fev- 
er. When a very small boy he was 
sent to a private school kept by a Dr. | 
Hawtrey, the uncle of Mr. Charlea | 
Hawtrey. He spent the greater por- 
tion of his pocket-money on toy thea- 
tres, in which he produced fearful | 
melodramas. Even at the age of twelve | 
he was noted throughout his native ! 
place of Newbury for the zeal with | 
which he produced plays and charadea 
during his holidays, and all the boys , 
in the neighborhood were pressed in- | 
t> service for these dramatic triumphs, | 

But when young Bourchier began | 
to show signs of whiskers, his father, 
Captain Bourchier, informed him that 
his career was to be the army. Even- | 
tually a compromise was made by the | 
father saying: ‘“‘Go to Oxford—take | 
your dégree—then you shall go on the | 
stage.” ‘ 

At Oxford young Bourchier main- | 
tained his interest for thinzs theatri- | 
eal. At that time the only theatre in | 
Oxford was a wretched vf visited | 
by fifth-rate companies. One night a | 
melodrama was produced, and in the ’ 
first act a character entered sporting 
a suit that had once been black-and- 
white, but was now green with age. 
The suit was greeted with weird 
noises, and when at the end of the act 
its wearer announced his intention of 
going to Africa for ten years the cheer. 
ing was tremendous. When the sec- | 
ond act commenced the ten long years | 
were supposed to have elapsed, but, 
nevertheless, the wanderer :eturned 
in the same moth-eaten suit in which 
he had left the old home a decade ago. 
This was too much for the audience.. 
Some rowdy Christchurch men jump- 
ed on to the stage, chased the wearer 
of the suit to the wings, thence to 
the stage-door, and out into the street, 
Finally they caught him, and tore 
the offending suit into as many pieces! 
as decency would permit, so that 
there might not be ayy chance: of its, 
appearing again. This episode came 
to the knowledge of authorities, and 
the offenders, amongst whom was Ar- 
thur Bourchier, received a severe wig- 
ging. The final upshot of this ad- 
venture was ‘that Mr. Bouchier receiv- 
ed permission from the vice-chancellor 
to found the University Dramatic So- 
ciety, and build a theatre at Oxford. 

Mr. Bouchier made his first profes- 
sional appearance at Wolverhampton 
twenty-three years ago in ‘As You, 
Like It,” Five years later he married ; 
Miss Violet Vanbrugh, who has been | 
associated with him in all his big suc | 
cesses.

Summary Dismissal of Coses In Earty 
Vietsrian Days. 

In these days of nal trials long 
‘drawn out it may be uninteresting 
‘to glance back at a time when, in 
England at least, complaint ran in the 
| opposite directions. Such were the 

earlier years of Queen Victoria, when 
| the old criminal code still survived ia 

much of its archaic barbarity, and the 
picturesqueness of legal procedure in- 
{ oh me compensated for ita cruel- 
) ty. 
| The late Lord Brampton, better 
known as Sir Henry Hawkins, refers 
| in his reminiscences to the ‘scandals of 
what he calls the “after-dinner” triats 
_ of that period. It was then a custom 
| for the court to adjourn for dinner at 
' five o’clock, at which meal there was 
{ no lack of conviviality, so that, when 
‘ bench and bar returned to their du- 
ties, they were in no mood for pro 
| tracted toil. In Lord Brampton’s own 
words, “Judges and counsel were ex- 
; hilarated, and business was propor 
tionately accelerated.”’ In confirma. 
tion of this he notes that these “‘after- 
dinner’ trials ‘‘did not occupy, of an 
average, more than four minutes 
apiece,” and, in illustration, cites aa 
actual case, the paltry nature of 
which, contrasted with the enormity 
| of the punishment involved, throws a 
lurid light on the inhumanity of the 
| times. 
;. The case was that of a pickpocket, 
| in which the prisoner had, ineonsider- 
ately, pleaded “not guilty,” and, 
therefore, had a right to be heard. 
'We may quote Lord Brampton’s ac 
| count, inning with the examine- 
‘ tion of the witness for the prosecution 
by the prosecuting counsel: 

“I think you were walking up Lud- 
gate Hill on Thursday, the 25th, about 
| 2.30 o'clock in the afternoon and sud- 
| denly , felt a tug at: your pocket and 

missed your handkerchief, which the 
constable now produces?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“T suppose you have nothing. to ask 
him?” says the judge. ‘‘Next witness,”

Mr. W. Urquhart seeing that 
something serious had happened 
phoned Dr. Taugher, who, with bis 
usual promptitude arrived at Ur- 
|quharts store almost at the same 
| time that the two unfortunate lads 
| were conveyed there. 

On examining the injured lads it 
| was discovered that Gordon’s hand 
was terriblyinjured,and Dr.Taugher 
decided to amputate three fingers. 
This was done and a bad wound on 
the head dressed, and the un- 
fortunate lad was conveyed to the 
Holy Cross Hospital by Mr. Wm. 
Urquhart who returning on the mid- 
night train reported that Gordon 
was still unconscious when he left. 

Walter though euffering from 
severe shock and a scalp wound is 
doing fairly well. It 1s nothing less 
than a miracle that the two lads 
were not killed outright, and the 
accident should be a warning to 
others to take every posuible pre 
caution before attempting to make 
the crossing.

SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


NY person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years eld, 
may homestead a quarter section of avail- 
able Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the nearest 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-agency 
for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain condi- 


4 tions by father, mother, s0n, daughter, 


brother or sister of intending homeateader 


Duties—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each: of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within‘nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
ovcupied by him or his father, mother 
son, daughter, brother or sister.
